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Makeup Gives 
Exciting Glow 
To the Eyes

OUR eyes should have about 
them the exciting glow that 
only love, an absorbing interest, 
zest in life and perfect health can 
give. In addition, you can help 
the sparkle and add to the ex- 
pressiveness of your eyes through 
the skilful use of eye cosmetics. 
Yesterday’s column outlined the 
steps in caring for the health of 
your « »*s—but we didn’t mention 
the convenient little kits contain- 
ing eye lotion, eye cream, astrin- 
gent and eye packs that are such 
big aids to the health and com- 
fort of your eyes. Several beauti- 
cians have these little kits that 
are especially nice for traveling. 
You should also take eye exer- 
cises daily. Of course, it is hard 
to find time to think about special 
exercises for the eyes—but these 
are so simple you can do them 
several times a day whenever you 
feel a bit tired or your eyes are 
strained from reading or other

This exercise strengthens all of 
the little muscles controlling the 
eyes and actually aids the eye- 
sight. 

Now for eye make-up. It is be- 
coming more and more the fash- 
ion even for daytime wear and 
there is nothing that brings out: 
the color and depth of the eyes as 
well as a deft blending of eye 
shadow. But remember to use it 
and all eye make-up—with a light, 
skilful hand. 

Never powder over the eyelids, 
and try to keep powder well out- 
side the area of the eye socket, so 
the delicate skin is left moist and 
slightly darkei than elsewhere on 
your powdered face. This makes 
the eyes appear larger and avoids 
emphasizing any tiny lines about 
them. A tiny dab of oil or cream 
on the eyelids makes them look 
moist and transparent and blends 
your eye shadow more smoothly. 


There is always some suggestion 
of color about the eyes. Some- 
times the eyelids may be faintly 
bluish or purplish, with a faint 
tracery of tiny veins. In this case 
a bluish or purplish eye shadow. 
Otherwise, choose a shade that 
deepens or enhances the color of 
your eyes. 

Remember to apply shadow 
lightly and only to the upper lid. 
Apply a line of color more deeply 
near the lashes and then blend it 
outward and, up toward the eye- 
brows and temples. Any but:the 
most vivid shades of eye shadow 
may be used for daytime wear if 
the color is softly and sparingly 
blended on only the lower part. of 
the lids.

HRISTMAS morning. usually 
finds the house aroused early 
in homes where ‘there are young- 
sters, so it is a good plan to set 
the breakfast table the night be- 
fore.

Sift together 2 cups cake flour, 
2 teaspoons baking powder, 12 
teaspoon salt and 2 teaspoons su- 
gar.

When the mixture has 
the consistency of coarse meal 
add 5 tablespoons milk and 2 eggs 
well beaten, reserving a_ table- 
spoon of the egg white. Roll to 14 
inch thickness, cut into 3-inch 
squares, then cut éach square 
from corner to corner in halves. 
ATrange on @ greased pan, brush 
the top with slightly beaten egg 
white and sprinkle with 4 tea- 
spoons granulated sugar. Bake in 
a very hot oven for 10 minutes. 
This makes 10 scones. 


~~~ Apple Cornbread 


Sift together 3% cup cornmeal, 
3% cup flour, 2 teaspoons baking 
powder, 14 tabléspoons sugar and 
¥% teaspoon salt. Combine 1 
slightly beaten egg with 34 cup 
milk and add to the dry ingredi- 
ents. Stir until smooth, then add 
2 tablespoons melted shortening 
and fold in % cup finely diced 
pared apple. Turn into a shallow 
pan and bake 20 minutes in a 
moderately hot oven. 


The dry ingredients may be 
mixed the night before, and the 
cornbread mixed and popped into 
the oven when you come down 
Christmas morning. Serve the 
cornbread cut into squares with 
crisp rashers of broiled bacon.

4 Beat 4 eggs, 4 tablespoons 
cream and 1 teaspoon salt enough 
to mix thoroughly.
